BABY BLUE EYES (Plummer) — Compact, 
bushy grower. Cross between Erecta and 
Wood Violet. Red sepal and dark lavender 
corolla. Covers itself with a mass of small, 
sparkling flowers held upright as Erecta. 
Very fine as a pot plant. 


BACHELOR GIRL (Schmidt - Tiret) — A sport 
of Bewitched, in all respects like it, with 
the branches somewhat more pendulous, but 
the corolla a pale mallow. The same long 
white buds and long, green-tipped white 
sepals, flushed palest pink inside. Tops 
in pale pastel, large- flowered and free 
blooming hanging fuchsias. 


BEWITCHED (Tiret) — Patented. Double cor- 
olla dubonnet or deep violet purple. Petals 
are near- white at very base. Tube and out- 
side of long, spreading, green- tipped sep- 
als white. Inside sepals flushed palest 
pink. Long white buds open into large 
flowers. Produced in abundance. Vigorous 
willowy grower with lush- green medium 
sized leaves. Excellent as a hanger where 
dramatic color contrast shows to best ad- 
vantage. 


BLOSSOM TIME (Tiret) — Large single on the 
order of fuchsia Jack Shahan, but of softer, 
more pink coloring, with waxy white tube 
and .beautiful long, curved, upturned sepals. 
Strong grower with pendant branches, best 
displayed as a hanger. Heat-resistant and 
free blooming. 


fee (Tiret) Patent applied for. Double 
corolla pale lilac- orchid, deepening toward 
petal edges. Thick tube ‘and broad, recurv - 
ing sepals white, with light carmine blush, 
inside sepals of crepe texture and phlox 
pink color. Strong, medium high, bushy 
grower, fine foliage and a profusion of 


beautiful large double flowers, in the favor- 
ed pastel colors. 


BUNKER BOY (Tiret) — Double corolla com- 
posed _ of long fluted petals near- white at 
base, deepening throughout to geranium 
lake at petal edges; smaller outer petals 
marbled with fuchsia pink. Thick waxy 
tube and long, broad, upturned sepals 
white, flushed palest carmine. Strong up- 
right grower with large flowers of good sub- 
stance — should do well in warmer sections. 


CHERIE (Hodges) — Single corolla with petals 
unlike those of any other fuchsia. The 
blue-purple petals are near-white at the 
base, are prominently veined and ‘‘roll in’’ 
at the edges, giving a demure and attractive 
appearance to the outspreading corolla. 
Long, broad, rose-red upturned sepals. 
Medium strong, upright grower, free flower- 
ing. 

COUNTRY COUSIN (Hodges) — Corolla usually 
of five to six petals, spreading out perfect- 
ly flat at maturity. Rich violet-purple 
petals near- white at center and heavily 
veined flesh color, giving the flower a most 
‘‘frank and open countenance’’. Very short 
tube and short, broad, upturned sepals deep 
red. Medium upright grower, deep green 
foliage, free flowering. 


CRINOLINE (Reiter, Jr., Pat.) — Puffy double 
exquisite rose. Larger and similar to Sev- 
enteen. Upright. 


DU BARRY (Tiret, Pat.) -— Double purple. 
Heavily marbled. Upright. 


ENCHANTED (Tiret) Patented — Large double 
corolla campanula blue, near- white at base, 
outer petals overlaid with fuchsia pink, all 
petals edged with a pale lilac line. The 
many smaller outer petals are attached to 
the broad base of the rose-red sepals and 
so spread out horizontally, encircling the 
large pendant center petals. Good upright 
grower with deep green leathery leaves, 
freely producing very large flowers (in the 
cooler sections) of unique style. 


FLYING CLOUD (Reiter, Jr., Pat. No. 925) 


One of the finest and easiest of the double 
whites. A mass of blossoms. 


GRAY LADY (Reiter, Jr.) — Another fine fuch- 


sia in the pale bluish tones. The greenish 
white buds develop into flowers of perfect 
double form with upright rosy white sepals 
and with convoluted petals that spread into 
a starched globular arrangement. They are 
of an exquisite pale greyish blue cast (of- 
ficially pale Campanula Violet HCC 37/2) 
fading to a delicate lavender rose as the 
flowers age. In delicacy of coloring and 
perfection of form it is unsurpassed. The 
plant is vigorous and upright but it should 
be given some shade. Deserving of the 
best conditions, it is recommended for 
coastal areas. 


HIS EXCELLENCY (Reiter, Jr.) — A fine double 


globular ‘‘purple’’ with white tube and se- 
pals. The medium to large flowers are of 
the typical globular purple form with the 
same desirable pagoda type sepals found 
in the best purples. However, the sepals 
are white instead of the customary magenta. 
The white coloring of the sepals extends 
into the base of the Violet (HCC 35/1) 
petals which also contain flecks of rosy 
white. As the flowers continue to grow the 
violet coloring changes to Orchid Purple 
(HCC 31/0 31/2). Buds are white. A 
beautiful flower that fades attractively and 
a fine plant with exceptional, small foliage. 
Typical of the newer types, the flower con- 
tinues to expand until it drops. Best color- 
ing is obtained under good growing condi- 
tions. The must of the year. 


INNOCENCE (Reiter, Jr.) — Here is a ‘‘near 


white’’ fuchsia that can take it. We have 
found it outstanding in its willingness to 
bloom and in its resistance to unfavorable 
conditions. This fuchsia is not offered as 
a white fuchsia nor as a variety producing 
exceptional individual flowers but as a 
variety unsurpassed for its brilliancy and 


performance in the garden. The dense 
bushy plant is covered with small leathery 
foliage of fine green quality and it is fes- 
tooned with a continuous and unparalleled 
profusion of flowers. The double flowers 
are medium sized semi- double with spread- 
ing, glistening white petals and upturned 
horizontal sepals of palest rose deepening 
into Crimson (HCC 22/1) at their base. The 
short tube is Crimson. Buds are greenish 
white. The growth is dense and branching 
with exceptional small foliage. Sparkling 
and much admired. Easy. 


LA BIANCA (Tiret, Pat.) — Single white, se- 


pals white, tipped green, medium flowers. 


LACE PETTICOATS (Tiret) Patent applied-for. 
Double corolla white, ‘tube and broad, 
heavy, outspread sepals white. Corolla is 
composed of large central petals, surround- 
ed by smaller ones that are attached to the 
base of the sepals and so are spread out 
horizontally as the sepals curve up. Most 
petals are serrated. Inside of sepals and 
petols are faintly shot with palest blush, 
enhancing an otherwise all-white large 
double fuchsia. Quite vigorous, willowy 
upright grower. In the warmer sections 
flowers will show more pink, unless the 
plant is in shade. Especially fine in the 
cooler regions. 


MRS. LAWRENCE LYONS (Reiter, Jr.) — A 
sport of Nonpareil which has the same su- 
perlative characteristics of growth and 
foliage as its precursor. It differs from 
Nonpareil only in color which is in the rose 
magenta range (officially pale Fuchsia 
Purple HCC 28/2). The color changes 
occurring in ageing flowers are in intensity 
only and the plant never displays the faded 
look common to the old variety Nonpareil. 
A perfect hanger, climber or bush and 
should be in every collection. Good, easy, 
recommended. 


OLD SMOKY (Schmidt) — Double corolla old 


rose with a smoky cast; medium tube and 
outspread sepals flesh color, underside of 
sepals pink. Strong grower with somewhat 
pendant branches and medium large leaves - 
try it as a hanger, too. Large flowers that 
should be very large along the cool coast. 
Novel coloring distinguishes Old Smoky 
from all other fuchsias. 


SNOWBALL (Reiter, Jr.) — A huge all-white 


fuchsia of classical form on a vigorous 
plant. Petalage is creamy white and very 
double, developing into a large rounded 
forma! ball. The white sepals are long and 
reflexed completely in the mature flower. 
However, there is a flush of pink in the 
base of the sepals and at the base of the 
tube. Most of the slight coloring is masked 
by the reflexed sepals making the name 
Snowball accurately descriptive. The plant 
is vigorous with large leaves and for best 
results it should be grown under moist con- 
ditions in warmish shade with good drain- 
age. The flowers open from small buds but 
continue to grow to huge size requiring 
good conditions for peak display. A plant 
for the fuchsia admirer willing to take spe- 
cial pains. Grown well Snowball compares 
favorably with the best double fuchsia of 
any color. Noteworthy. 


SPARKLER (Plummer) — | gave much thought 


to naming this fuchsia which combines the 
best features of Erecta and Junior Miss. 
Dark violet corolla, sepals of palest rose. 
Many hard, tight blossoms in great profu- 
sion. The stamens and pistil are short and 
stand out very stiff. Many names were 
suggested but it always sparkles so that | 
just had to call it Sparkler. This one will 
be in every collectors garden. 


STREAMLINER (Tiret) Patented — Everything 


about this great fuchsia is streamlined — 
the long slender buds, long thin tube, long 
semi - double corolla, extra long twisted and 
curved sepals, and even the strong growth 


streamlines directly down from the hanging 
pot. Similar in coloring to ‘‘Red Spider’, 
but deeper colored in both corolla and se- 
pals. Streamliner loves the warmer climate. 


TRAIL BLAZER (Reiter, Jr.) Patented — This 


is a large flowered trailer in the Anna color- 
ing but with smaller foliage and soft wil - 
lowy growth which hangs almost straight 
down. Trail Blazer can be compared to a 
large double flowered Red Spider, growing 
with the same abandon and blooming with 
the same flash. The flowers are of the very 
long globular type (up to ten petals), the 
sepals are long and well recurved and the 
light green foliage is placed loosely and 
gracefully. The color of the flowers is very 
close to that of Red Spider, the petals being 
Deep Magenta. 


TURQUOISE LADY ADS — Upright bushy | 


grower, to four feet. Red sepals and co-} 
rolla of dark blue. Medium size flowers: 
grow in profusion. This fuchsia is the same 
color as the fuchsia Blue Pendant that took 
everyone by storm in 1950. Easy to grow, 
and a must for every garden. 


TUTU (Reiter, Jr.) — A small branching bush 


with small thick leathery foliage. In our 

field this plant proved surprisingly sun 

tolerant for a flower in the Flirtation color 

range and in addition the flowers proved of 

exceptional size and substance. The large 

flat double flowers have densely spreading 

irregularly lobed petals of pale Rhodamine 

Purple (HCC 29/3) flecked with pale Aster 

Violet (HCC 38/3). The spreading sepals 

are palest rose inside and greenish white 

outside. Tutu is the toughest flower we 

have seen in the pale rose and blue group , 
and the fading qualities are surprising for 

the group. Old flowers are almost as at- 

tractive as those just freshly unfolded. 

Ideal for pot work because of its dense’ 
growth and large flowers and unconditional - 

ly recommended to lovers of delicate color- 

ing in fuchsias.

AUNT JULIANA (Hanson) — Sport of Uncle 


Jules, pale lavender blue flowers. A sen- 
sational mate to Uncle Jules. 


BERNADETTE ~— Double corolla deep blue se- 
pals pale rose to red. Upright bushy grow- 
er with medium sized flowers in a beautiful 
deep blue tone. 


BLUE BONNET (Hodges) — Single, purple blue, 
veined red, basket type. 


~CARIOCA (Schmidt) — Single spreading corolla 
with the petal edges notched; long green- 
tipped upturned sepals. Buds open with 
purplish shading to petals, but change to 
large flowers in color close to the variety 
“‘Display’’. 


DON PERALTA — Very large flower, varies. 
from single to double, usually semi - double 
corolla, with a long tube and long spread- 
ing sepals. Don Peralta is a vigorous 
grower and an excellent upright growing 
fuchsia, specially for the warmer sections. 
Blooms early. 


DR. JULES WELCH —- Double blue- violet, 
outer petals all pink or marbled; short, 
broad sepals deep pink. Vigorous, medium 
high, bushy grower with good sized flowers. 
Stands considerable heat, even sun, in 
warmer sections. 


‘ESTRELLITA — A new single white, lightest 
pink veining at base of petals. Medium 
sized flowers feature a long, tight corolla 
and long pink sepals that curve up beauti- 
fully. Good pot plant of moderate growth 
and plenty of flowers - does well in warmer 
sections. 


MAXINE ELIZABETH ~— Single bell-shaped 
corolla near- white .at very base, deepenin 
to rose-red toward orange flushed otal 
edges. Thick waxy tube; broad and nat 
upturned sepals of heavy substance, flush- 
ed pink on outside, salmon pink on inside. 
Willowy upright grower with masses of 
large flowers. Showy, glowing color — 
stands full sun in ihe tos belt and is heat- 
tolerant in watmer sections. 


MERLE HODGES ~— Double large fluffy corolla 
soft powder blue. Lightly veined and out- 
side petals are flushed fuchsia pink. Some 
of the petals are scalloped. Medium tube 
and broad, upturned sepals are rosy red. 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges) — Semi- double, 
white, pink glow inside, pink sepals. Use- 
ful for basket. 


MRS. W. P. WOOD — A new hybrid imported 
from England by Victor Reiter, Jr. Similar 
in all respects to F. Magellanica Molinae 
(Macrostema Alba) except the flowers are 
larger. Hardy, does well in the warm sec- 
tions, very free flowering. 


NEW HORIZON (Reiter, Jr. Pat.) — Light blue 
petals and pale rose sepals delicately 
beautiful. 


PERIWINKLE (Hodges) — Long single campan- 
ulate corolla medium shade of lavender 
blue, long recurved sepals pink. Strong 
willowy grower, deep green leaves. Beauti- 
fully shaped flowers. 


PINK QUARTET — A quartet of rolled center 
petals surrounded by spreading ones, all 
soft pink; broad upturned sepals deep pink. 
Strong upright grower, free blooming. A 
good fuchsia, does well in the warmer sec- 
tions. 


REVERIE — This medium sized double is inter- 
mediate between Seventeen and Crinoline. 
The flower is of exceptional form with 
nicely waved petals and abruptly recurved 
sepals. The entire flower is of an even 
pale Tyrian Rose (24/3 HCC) which is re- 
tained even as the flower ages. The bushy 
plant is of medium vigor with small foliage 
and can be shaped more easily than Seven- 
teen. 


ROYALTY (Plummer) — Single, royal purple. 
Corolla a dark royal purple, faint rose 
markings at the base. The corolla has only 
four petals and opens up flat in a saucer- 
like shape. The four sepals are red and 
open up flat behind the petal of the corolla. 
The petals of the corolla and four parts of 
the sepals are alternate. Very unusual. 


SEVENTEEN ~- Sepals and corolla palest pink. 
Fully double. 


SWINGTIME (Tiret) -— Corolla milky white, 
double, tube and sepals shiny red, early 
and free blooming, basket type. 


WEDGEWOOD (Schnabel 1951) — Originator’s 
description: A new blue and white double 
of clear and sparkling brilliance. The near- 
white tube and long glistening sepals frame 
a spreading double corolla of ‘‘Blue’’ violet. 


WILLIAM BRAAS (Tiret) — Double corolla rose 
madder; upturned sepals white, flushed 
palest pink. A real hanger of good growth 
and foliage, may be best described as a 
large, darker and fully double ‘‘Cascade’’. 
Try this.

BALLERINA ~— Shell pink, apricot undertones. 

* Upper petals veined from base to center 
spot of crimson. Strong grower with large 
umbels of large ruffled flowers. 


CIRCUS DAY (Schmidt) — Lower petals medium 
pink, somewhat fluted. Top petals deeper 
pink, with medium large velvety brown- 
black blotch, flushed with salmon. Strong 
upright grower of average size, noted for 
large umbels of very large flowers, held 


well above the plant. As gay as a Circus 
Day ! 


CONSPICUOUS — Shining oxblood red. Upper 
petals waved, edged with a black hair- line, 
veining and blotches. Lower petals elon- 
gated black spot. Very large flowers, long 
keeping quality, long bloomer. A fine well - 
shaped plant. Well named as Conspicuous. 


COVER GIRL — Soft pink, white throat. Upper 
petals veined from base to medium sized 
deepest crimson spot. Lower petals no 
markings. Medium large round and beauti- 
fully ruffled flowers. Very free flowering. 


FIERY EMBERS — Black. Upper petals red 
border surrounding each petal. Lower petals 
red overlaid with black, feathering. Re- 
markable flame-like coloring. | Medium 
bushy grower. Very different. 


FIFTH AVENUE - Black and red. We consider 
this one of the finest varieties yet develop - 
ed, being outstanding in color and superior 
in all characteristics. The rich velvety red 
petals are heavily overlaid at center with a 
black sheen which lessens as it extends to 
outer edges giving the whole flower a rich 
iridescence. A very floriferous variety 
producing large umbels of very ruffled fluted 


flowers on a well - shaped plant. Has a long 
blooming period. This is a cross from 
Jungle Night to Conspicuous, and has un- 
doubtedly inherited the best qualities of 
each on a finer shaped plant, making it suit- 
able for either garden or pot plant. 


GOLDILOCKS ~— Light golden apricot. Upper 
petals small dark blotches, feathering. 
Lower petals no markings. Frilled. Medium 
bushy plant. We had a few plants last year, 
they sold on sight. We believe this is the 
only pelargonium having this soft color, the 
nearest to yellow. 


GRAND SLAM ~- Rosy red, slight salmon under - 
tone, base of lower petals with light mark - 
ing and two or three purple lines. Top 
petals veined deep violet red from base to 
medium sized red-brown spot in center, 
flushed salmon to petal edges. Moderate 
growth, medium sized leaves. Color varies 
some throughout the season, but always has 
handsome umbels of large flowers with 
heavily waved petals. 


JUNGLE NIGHT — Deep maroon. Reddish buds 
darken to black and open to large flowers of 
deepest maroon, overlaid velvety black with 
a medium large velvety black petal center. 
Petals waved and curled. Strong upright 
grower, large light green leaves. Three to 
five flowers per umbel. Long blooming 
season. 


MANHATTAN — Glistening ruby red. Upper 
petals medium sized black blotches and 
slight dark overlay. Lower petals less dark 
coloring. Very large ruffled flowers. Showy 
and free blooming. 


PINK CHAMPAGNE — Light flesh pink, with 
small dark red blotches on upper petals. 
The apricot pink buds open to a pastel 
shade and slowly turn slightly deeper. Ex- 
tremely frilled and dainty. Heavy bloomer. 


ALICE EASTWOOD ~ soft rosy pink. 
ALL VELVET ~— five-petaled flower, soft 


velvet sheen. 


BURGUNDY -— deep wine red. 


BURLESQUE ~- rose pink, white throat, white 
edge. 

CHINA ROSE ~ smoky cerise, rose red. 

CONGO - all petals veined black. 

HARRIETTE — crimson, veined maroon black. 

JOHN WINTERMUTE ~- raspberry - rose overlaid

ROYAL ROBE ~- dark velvety purple. 
SENORITA — rose pink, gay flower.
